William McClellan, present 
board chairman of Union Electric, 
was asked by Sebastian C. Pug- 
liese, Boehm’s counsel, whether he 
knew Waddill Catchings, and 
knew of his business with North 
American. McClellan said he 
knew Catchings was interested in 
a concern known as Wired Radio, 
Inc. This company, it was brought 
out, was interested in a device for 
transmitting radio programs over 
electric wires, furnishing special 
programs to selected groups. 

“Did you know,” the lawyer 
asked, “that Catchings got a $30,- 
000 bonus. from North American 
in 1936, and that the purpose was 
to make a contribution of that 
amount to Gov. Landon’s cam- 
paign fund?” McClellan said he 
did not know that.

The letter in question, purport- 
ing to be ‘from Hopkins to Dr.

Allies Lose Only 13 in 
Both Operations —

on Rabaul, New Britain, and We- 
wak, New Guinea, have downed 
51 Japanese planes and probably

Thirteen Allied planes were lost 
in all operations. 

Thirty-three of the enemy planes 
were shot down over Wewak, on 
the northeast coast of New Guinea, 
Sunday in a raid on antiaircraft 
positions at Cape Moren and Bo- 
ram by a big force of Liberators, 
protected by Lightnings, Kitty- 
hawks and Thunderbolts. 

During the bombing run, the 
Liberators were attacked at 19,000 
feet by units of an intercepting 
force of 50 Japanese fighters, 

The bombers, busy spilling 105 
tons of bombs which silenced 18 

n positions, shot down 12 of the 

apanese and got eight probables. 
The escorting fighters downed 21 
with four probables. Five of the 
raiders were lost. 

18-to-8 Score at Rabaul. 

The aerial fighting over Rabaul, 
which developed from two Allied 
attacks on that heavily bombed 
Japanese shipping base Saturday, 
brought the number of Japanese 
losses there in the last 30 days to 
the staggering total of 349 air- 
craft definitely downed, a South 
Pacific headquarters spokesman 
said today. The Allies lost only 
79. (In the calendar month of 
December, Japan lost 486 planes 
to our 68 in the entire Pacific.) 

Forty to 70 interceptors tried 
vainly to block the first Allied 
blow at Rabaul’s Lakunai _ air- 
drome Saturday, bade by 27 
Mitchell bombers which scored 
54 hits and left fires visible for 
20 miles. Interceptors pursued 
the Allied raiders and their fight- 
er escort for 60 miles, losing 18 
of their own while downing only 
five Allied fighters. Antiaircraft 
fire downed one Mitchell.

ON THE FIFTH ARMY’S 
BEACHHEAD SOUTH OF ROME, 
Jan. 24 (Delayed) (AP).—Amer- 
ican doughboys battled all night 
to hold on to vital bridges along 
the Mussolini canal which the 
Germans attempted to seize with 
counterattacks but at dawn to- 
day the Americans still held the 
bridges and had thrown the en- 
emy back. 

Today the Fifth Army troops 
tightened their hold on this beach- 
head as more guns and supplies 
poured across the beaches in a 
growing threat to the Nazis’ grip 
on Rome. 

In one sector four bridges 
changed hands three times in a 
succession of attacks and counter- 
attacks which began after dark 
last night and continued almost 
until dawn. Each time the Amer- 
icans were thrown back by tank 
and infantry assaults they re- 
turned to dislodge the Germans 
from the hotly-contested objec- 
tives. | 

Nazis Work Around Fiank, 


Doughboys under Maj. Oliver G. 
Kenney of Berkeley, Cal., had 
reached their objective the morn- 
ing of the landing by a_ swift 
march across the flat marshland 
in the vicinity of Anzio. 
were well ahead of schedule when 
they dug in near the Mussolini 
canal to meet an expected coun- 
termove by the Nazis. 

One of Kenney’s units was at- 
tacked by infantry and tanks but 
held on until the enemy worked 
around on the flank and forced 
them back. But the doughboys 
restored their position with a vig- 
orous counterthrust and with close 
support from tanks.

ADVANCED ALLIED HEAD- 
QUARTERS IN ITALY, Jan. 25 
(AP).—-Gen. Sir Henry Maitland 
Wilson, Allied Commander-in- 
Chief-in the Mediterranean, said 
yesterday Allied troops were rac- 
ing to build up the Nettuno beach- 
head to strike a new blow “as 
soon as possible’ before German 
counterattacks develop into heavy 
fighting. 

Wilson—known as “Gen, Jum- 
bo”’—told correspondenta “it is 
more than possible that you will 
see a repetition of Salerno. But 
we have this advantage: Salerno 
was much farther away from our 
air bases and main forces than 
we are today.” 

He said Lt. Gen. Mark W. 
Clark's Fifth Army troops on the 
southern front, meanwhile, were 
in a position to attempt a fresh 
crossing of the Rapido River, 
where they had withdrawn from 
west bank bridgeheads under a 
furious German counterattack 
which has been cogtly to the 
enemy. 

“With the enemy fighting very 
hard to hold hig positions south 
of Rome,” the British General 
added, “much depends upon the 
weather, which has been handi- 
capping British and American 
forces since yesterday.” 

He described the design of Sat- 
urday’s operation as “classical,” 
the purpose being to draw and fix 
the enemy’s main force and to 
strike his rear when he has suffi- 
ciently withdrawn. 

“It looks as if that has been 
brought about,” he said. 

Wilson said the Allies “have su- 
periority” at the new beachhead 
where they struck “to get away 
from two handicaps, weather and 
the terrain,” which have been de- 
laying the drive to Rome.

MARSHALLS HIT IN 
10 RAIDS IN 2 DAYS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (AP).— 
Army and Navy bombers struck 
the Japanese-held Marshall 
Islands in 10 raids Saturday and 
Sunday, bombing six separate 
atolls, damaging five ships and 
downing six apanese planes, 
the Navy announced today. 

Japanese ground installations 
were heavily strafed and bombed. 
The Americans suffered no plane 
losses except on one mission, on 
which losses were described as 
“gmall.” 

Two new targets, Kaven Island 
fn Maloelap atoll and Ailinglapa- 
lap atoll between Jaluit and Kwa- 
jalein, were hit for the first time. 
At Kaven, two of 25 intercepting 
enemy fighters were shot down. 
This was where the _ raiders’ 
“small” loss occurred, Navy search 
planes bombed two small vessels 
at Alilingbapalap. 

Wotje was raided at the same 
time as Kaven, by medium bomb- 
ers which damaged a cargo ship 
and a small oiler and attacked 
airdrome installations. 

Heavy Army bombers visited 
Wotje late Sunday and dropped 50 
tons of bombs. No fighter oppo- 
sition was encountered nor were 
results reported. 

Liberators and Navy Venturas 
bombed a seaplane base and in a 
cantonment at Emidj island in 
Jaluit Atoll Saturday. Enemy 
fighters failed to appear. 

Mili Atoll and Roi island in 
Kwajalein atoll were hit by Army 
heavy bombers that evening. Air- 
field facilities were bombed and 
several grounded bombers dam- 
aged at Roi. One enemy fighter 
was shot down. 

In the thirteenth bomb raid of 
the month on Mili, no fighter or 
antiaircraft opposition was fre- 
ported.

A few enemy 
shells, believed to be from Ger- 
man 170-millimeter gung firing 15 
miles, landed on the beach at 
Anzio yesterday, 

German planes made their 
strongest attacks so far yesterday 
on ships supplying the Nettuno 
operation and on forces in the 
bridgehead. Nine Nazi planes 
were shot down by Allied fighters 
and headquarters said the air at- 
tacks were broken up. 

A headquarters’ officer declared 
that Hitler, desperately needing a 
triumph, “may decide to throw 
great forces into Italy and tell his 
generals they must produce a vic- 
tory at any cost.” 

Cassino Front. 

The Nazis still were launching 
strong counterattacks on the Cas- 
sino front, but these have de- 
creased somewhat in number and 
intensity in the last 24 hours, in- 
dicating that enemy forces. were 
being pulled back to meet the 
threat to their rear.

Money and Hatred.

come from “Republican hot-shots” 
who were supposedly financing the 
book and with it the campaign to 
stop Willkie in his race for the 
Republican nomination in 1944, 
Briggs’ correspondence showed, 
too, that he had a bitter hatred 
of Willkie, and in his talk with 
reporters yesterday he frankly 
conceded that.

That was only a few 
months after he had worked for 
the nomination of Frank Gannett, 
newspaper publisher, at the 1940 
Republican convention. Briggs 
said yesterday that his experience 
at Philadelphia had embittered 
him against Willkie.

DUCK BREEDING AREA 
IN CANADA PROPOSED 


Project Outlined to Missouri 
Sportsman Said to Assure 
Plenty to Hunt, 


Details of plans for a duck 
breeding ground in southeastern 
Alberta, Canada, to be constructed 
by Ducks Unlimited of Canada 
with funds donated by sportsmen 
in the St. Louis area, were given 
by George R. Fanset, Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, chief engineer of Ducks 
Unlimited, Canada, last night at 
the annual meeting of the Mis- 
sour! Duck Hunters’ Association. 
He told the group that the 
grounds would serve as a major 
nesting area for migratory birds 
and would produce enough ducks 
yearly to more than replace the 
annual kill in this district. Ducks 
nesting in the Hanalta region of 
Alberta, where the breeding 
grounds will be located, 
flyway running through Missouri 
when migrating south, he said. 

The $5000 project calls for -con- 
struction of several dams, dykes 
and canals and will restore 6000 
acres of breeding grounds through 
creation of a 569-acre lake with a 
shoreline of 17, miles, It will be 
known as Lake St. Louls as a 
monument to St. Louis sportsmen. 
For the last several years, Fan- 
set gaid, more ducks die per 
square mile in the Hanalta dis- 
trict due to drying up of lakes, 
potholes and sloughs before duck- 
lings can fly than in any other 
region in the great Canadian 
breeding ground.

ve order last Saturday to “take 


action for the immediate rescue from the Nazis of as many as possi- 


ble of the persecuted minorities of 


Europe, racial, religious or politi- 


eal, all.civilian victims of enemy savagery,” was announced as com- 
prising Secretaries Hull, Morgenthau and Stimson, directly responsi- 


ble to the President. 


Relief officials here see the! 
President’s board as cutting di- 
rectly across both the Inter-Gov- | 
ernmental Committee for Refugees 
and the United Nations Relief and | 
Rehabilitation Administration. 

The Bermuda refugee confer- 
ence, on United States initiative, 
established last spring a board to | 
deal with the refugee question. All 
Allied governments are represent- 
ed on it and its function is to try 
to obtain the release from, Nazi 
custody of persecuted persons and 
to arrange for their safe transport 
to some country where they may 
find work and homes. 

The United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration, 
which grew out of the (Herbert 
H.) Lehman committee, was de- 
signed—again largely on the initia- 
tive of the United States—to or- 
ganize, systematize and equalize 
the work of rehabilitation and re- 
lief in Europe, to prevent over- 
lapping and eliminate competition. 

Instead of each Allied govern- 
ment running its own relief and 
private agencies with all compet- 
ing for limited amount of food- 
stuffs, clothing and medical sup- 
plies, a single organization was 
decided on. 


Little Accomplished. 

To date the Inter-Governmental 
Committee for Refugees has not, 
been able to accomplish a great | 
deal for the simple reason that a/| 
large number of non-European 
counties do not want to take any 
more refugees. 

No new committee is likely to 
be able to persuade the South 
American, Dominion or United 
States Government to change on 
this, it is felt among relief offi- 
cials here. 

The United Nations relief agen- 
cy's duties have been outlined as 
principally those of organizing and 
feeding the peoples of European 
territories as and when they are 
released from German domina- 
tion; providing clothing and drugs 
and supervising and assisting the 
return of displaced populations to 
their homes or to areas where 
they can be accommodated. Most 
of the refugees from the Nazis 
presumably will be found in these 
areas. 

Army Priorities. 

The rehabilitation group may not 
only be shorn of its power and 
be unable to obtain supplies be- 
cause of congressional refusal to 
vote its budget and because of 
Army plans for administering re- 
lief as well as Army priorities on 
materials, relief officials here be- 
lieve. But if the United States 
gets up still another organization 
to overlap the Inter-Governmental 
Committee, UNRRA and the Army, 
it will be a positive guarantee that 
money will be wasted in Europe 
without commensurate relief be- 
ing given, in the vieW of experts. 

The United States could pare its 
relief budget to the core and still 
command the respect and under- 
standing of all Europeans, it is 
argued. But if, in addition to cut- 
ting relief appropriations, more 
and larger bureaucracies are es- 
tablished, it is felt that Europeans 
are likely to be still further dis- 
illusioned about this matter of 
American efficiency. 


HALIFAX CALLS FOR CLOSER 
UNITY IN BRITISH EMPIRE 


TORONTO, Jah. 25 (AP).—The 
future peace of the world will de- 
pend on four great poWers, the 
British Commonwealth and Em- 
pire, the United States, Russia and 
China, Lord Halifax, British Am- 
bassador to Washington, told the 
Toronto Board of Trade last night. 

To take its proper place in this 
bulwark of peace, the Common- 
wealth must be linked more close- 
ly than ever before, Lord Halifax 
deciared, adding: 

“If, in the future, Britain is to 
play her part, without assuming 
burdens greater than she can sup- 
port, she must have behind her 
in peace the same strength that 
has sustained her in this war. Not 
Great Britain only, but the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth and Empire 
must be the fourth power in that 
group, upon which, under Provi- 
dence, the peace of the world will 
henceforth depend.” 


HITLER TALKS WITH QUISLING,

O’Connor (Dem.), Montana, to cut 
the United States contribution to 
the United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration pro- 
gram from _ $1,350,000;000 to 657 
million dollars. He said there was 
no proof that the larger amount 
was needed, 

The House also rejected, by a 

standing vote of 123 to 71, a Re- 
publican proposal to place a bil- 


'lion-dollar fund in the hands of 


the American Red Cross for for- 
eigh relief purposes. ~* 

The proposal was offered by 
Representative Busbey (Rep.), Ili- 
nois, who said the Red Cross was 
the organization bent fitted for 
handling the relief problem, Rep- 


resentative Robsion (Rep.), Ken- 


tucky, said placing funds in the 
hands of an established organiza- 
tion would prevent the creation 
of a “great bureau.” . 

While asserting he was not op- 
posed to the “feeding and cloth- 
ing of genuinely needy people of 
the various foreign countries,” 
O’Connor called for some sound 
thinking about our ability to pay 
for such a vast relief program. 

O'Connor’s proposed limitation 
followed a day of debate during 
which several Republican amend- 
ments were offered. All but one, 
which is subject to a later roll call 
vote, were shoved aside. 


These included one to require 90 
per cent of any United States re- 
lief funds to be spent on Amer- 
ican-produced supplies; another 
to provide the Army and Navy 
and military governments of oc- 
cupied countries with control of 
relief funds. ’ 

The one that got through, tem- 
porarily at least, would give con- 
trol of UNRRA funds to the State 
Department, instead of to the 
President. Its author was Repre- 
sentative Vorys (Rep.), Ohio. 

A woman member, Representa- 
tive Sumner (Rep.), Illinois, op- 
posed the UNRRA _iegisiation 
with the contention it would “help 
give Europe another cruel dicta- 
tor” in the person of Joseph 
Stalin. 

Stalin, she said, “helped Hitler 
start this war” and in the collabo- 
ration pact of Moscow “we prom- 
ised him another second front 
composed mostly of Americans 
because the British still have some 
sense left.”

INSTON CHURCHILL’S

France is coming back rapidly 
~“and our leaders are aware: of 
the fact. The process is pro- 
tracted and painful, The French 
suffered from not one but three 
misfortunes: they were spiritually 
sick; they were knocked out mili- 
tarily; they were duped and be- 
trayed by Marshal Petain and the 
slickers around him, 

Recovery could take place only 
in inverse order. First the dupery 
and treason had to be exposed. 
Time and the Nazis have taken 


‘care of‘that. Reports from occu- 


pied France, however fragmen- 
tary, concur in affirming that Pe- 
tain’s credit has fallen close to 
absolute zero and that there is 
as much or more resistance to 
the Nazis in France than in the 


‘other occupied countries whose 


rulers kept the faith. 

Then the beaten French armed 
forces had ‘to be reheartened, re- 
juvenated, given a chance to re- 
cover their self-respect in oppos- 
ing the same enemies who over- 
came them on the fields of Bel- 
gium and France; the navy— 
never beaten and excessively anti- 
British—had to be persuaded or 
clubbed into a new attitude. Some 
of the commanders have records 
hard to forget. —— 

Start in Rehabilitation. 

E GAULLE’S generals began 
D the process of military reha- 

bilitation. Koenig at Bir Ha- 
cheim, LeClerc in the Sahara, 
Larminat, these first proved to 
themselves and to a _ skeptical 
world that French soldiers were 
still the peers of any. 

The North African Army, half 
groggy with the Vichy poison, 
snapped back to form in Tunisia. 
History will record the French 
part in the Allied African cam- 
paign as one of the fine-exploits 
of French military history. Here 
some 50,000 wretchedly equipped 
French colonials first participat- 
ed in the unsuccessful dash for 
Tunis and Bizerte and, when 
beaten to those goals by the Ger- 
mans, “covered” the British and 
American canips in Algeria while 
the latter were gradually building 
up strength for the spring push. 
Til fed, ill clothed, with insuffi- 
cient munitions, next to no heavy 
equipment and no air power, the 
French clung all winter long to 
the cold rocky passes of the 
mountains, determined that this 
time none should say that French- 
men had weakened. When fn the 
spring, the long-awaited assault 
finally came, it was the French 
Nineteenth Corps members who 
on May 4, two days before the 
final Anglo-American ‘push 
cracked Rommel, hurled them- 
selves at the craggy Zagouan in 
order to attract the Germans’ at- 
tention away from the main of- 
fensive. Their losses were ter- 
rific, but as the British General 
commanding the First Army 
stated, the English offensive to 
take Tunis succeeded, “for the 
French had drawn toward Zagou- 
an the greater part of the avail- 
able enemy tanks.” 

French self-confidence was re- 
established in Tunisia.. From now 
on there will be no holding back 
whatever number of French divi- 
sions the British and American 
leaders decide to equip—particu- 
larly if they are allowed to lead 
the invasion into their own coun- 


try. 

Failure to equip the French 
forces up to the maximum, lest a 
French army equipped with tanks 
and airplanes should play an un- 
desirably important role in the 
peace settlement would not only 
mock our effort to save American 
lives, but cause lasting French re- 
sentment the Anglo-Saxons can ill 
afford. The French underground 
should receive every weapon we 
can get to them. 

But what of the French “sick- 
ness”—the self-indulgent attitude, 
the cynicism about democracy, 
the exacerbated class struggle be- 
tween the rich and the masses 
which all made for the apathy 
that helped wreck France? How 
much is eft?

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I am in hearty accord with all you 
say in your recent editorial, “Open Door 
for Law-Making.” 

As a member of Missouri’s Sixty-second 
General Assembly, I made two efforts 
to prevent the transaction of legislative 
business behind closed doors. I argued 
then, and I believe yet, that the execu- 
tive committee session is the most pro- 
lific incubator of legislative evasion, 
duplicity and corruption in this State. 

When my measures to do away with 
the secret session were before the com- 
mittee, there were just two arguments 
urged against them: 

That if compelled to vote in open ses- 
sion, in the presence of the public and 
the press, members would be prevented 
by fear of physical chastisement or ap- 
prehension of property loss from vot- 
ing their real sentiments. 

That if compelled to vote in open ses- 
sion, in the presence of the public and 
the press, men who were not swayed 
by physical fear would lack the moral 
courage to vote their real convictions 
on the questions under consideration. 

My answer to these two arguments 
was, and is, that any man who is weak 
enough to. be intimidated, either phys- 
ically or morally, has no place in the 
Legislature and the sooner he is elim- 
inated the better off the State will be. 

There is no proper place in the mak- 
ing of laws, and the appropriation of 
the hundreds of millions of money, taken 
from the people each biennium by vari- 
ous taxes, for men who cringe and cower 
when brought face to face with inter- 
ested and perhaps reckless and corrupt 
pressure groups. 

I have heard the hoarse croaking of 
the mob more than once, but not even a 
hair of my head has been harmed. A 
good motto for a legislator is: “Do right 
and fear not.”

The Road to Rome 


Allfed troops, unimpeded—strangely enough— 
by Nazi forces or by any defense in depth, estab- 
lished their beachhead at the most likely, logical 
point on the Tyrrhenian Sea. Our big guns 
shell the Appian Way and our soldiers and sup- 
plies and armor land in unchallenged waves to 
break the virtual stalemate on the Gustav line 
running through the craggy Apennines south of 
Cassino. 

Not all roads lead to Rome, yet the Appian 
Way, traveled by Horace, Nero and St. Paul, 
is the surest of routes to the imperial city. Out 
of Porto Capena, past the Temple of Mars, past 
the classic tombs and the Claudian Aqueduct, over 
the arched stone bridges and Alban hillg have 
rolled chariots of war, the stately processions 
of Emperors. 

It was Mussolini’s glory road to the Pontine 
Marshes, where he postured and bragged of his 
services to his people. It was traveled by tanks 
and trucks and lumbering artillery on their 
way to another famous highway, the Duce’s fine 
autostradi in LAbya. It has been a lifeline feed- 
ing Nazis fighting in the south. Now traffic will 
move north, the traffic of conquest. The little 
King and his creatures will follow it. The tan- 
gled politics of a tired, tattered nation will 
follow it, and for the first time in months there 
is vague hope that affairs may be set to rights. 
For Badoglio promised to resign when Rome is 
taken. 3 : 

Leaders of the six non-Fascist Italian parties 


will dust off that promise, perhaps at the demo- 


cratic congress planned for the last of this 
month in Bari, although they must doubt that 
it will be kept or that its keeping will alter the 
Still, 
the moral victory of a freed Rome will be greater 
for them than any success yet won by the 
Alligs. If there is any quick prospect for an 
end to rule by the House of Savoy and the set- 
ting up of a republic, it is attached to the liber- 
ation of the national capital. 

Sforza, Croce, the entire Popular Front, rendered 
virtually powerless by hindrance rather than en- 
couragement from British and American policy- 
makers, will have new right to clamor for atten- 
tion. The seat of government, they will insist, 
should have a government that is something 
more than authoritarian soldiers and straw men. 

The war for “strong, liberal and free spirits 
in Italy,” as Sforza has called them, is not just 
against the Germans and the old-fashioned 
Fascists clustered around a deflated Mussolini. 
Theirs is a battle, even stronger, against neo- 


Fascism, against the tyranny of the House of - 


Savoy and the martial might by which it has 
clung to power. It is a battle they have been 
fighting almost alone, 

Allied strategists concluded that the practical 
stalemate of the Cassino, Liri Valley and Gari- 
gliono River fronts should be broken and made 
a bold stroke to outflank them. Yet no hint is 
given of any change in policy that might out- 
flank the political and moral vacuum created 
by our deal with Badoglio and the little King. 
Political warfare lags far behind the wake of 
Allied battle. 

It is said that in Rome needles are busy in 
the darkest corners, that women who have prayed 
the day long now work the night through, stitch- 
ing flags of the Allies from precious bits of 
fabric. It was the same at Catania, Reggio 
Calabria, Naples. The people cheered from aching 
throats and broke out home-made flags when 
the Yanks and Tommies came. And in the im- 
perial city, while Nazis shift their supply and 
communications centers farther north and has- 
tily pack maps and files and figures, Italians 
again make ready for deliverance ag they have 


done in all the Southern cities. 


“Traitors, liars and criminals” continue in 
power, Sforza said a week ago. Surely there is 
an Allied obligation to forestall their entrench- 
ment in the capital itself. 
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V-Mail Is Used Too Little 


Despite the many advantages of V-mail service 
in writing fo members of the armed forces abroad, 
the Navy reports that it is being insufficiently 
used, and restrictions on other overseas mail 
may be necessary as a result. 


The great advantages of V-mail are speed and > 
, almost certain delivery. V-mail blanks are ob- 


tainable without cost at any postoffice. Letters 
wriften on them are photographed, and the rolls 
of films are sent overseas by air. Since one 
roll of film no larger than a watch carries 1500 
letters, there is a great saving in valuable ship- 
ping space. On arrival overseas, enlarged prints 
are made from the films, for delivery to the 
addressees. If a shipment is lost, a duplicate 
film can readily be made from the orfginal let- 
ters, as they are kept on file until word of safe 
delivery on the other side is received. 

Strange to say, this new method of letter-writ- 
ing has not been taken up by the public as rap- 
idly as the armed services expected. Anyone 
with relatives or friends overseas will be doing 
a favor to them, and to the military authorities 
as well, by using V-mail. 
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The New and Mighty Missouri 


Into the company, of the largest canoes there 
comes again a mighty ship bearing the name the

States fighting ship to use steam, and, not to 
become too new-fangled all at once, relied partly 
also upon sail. Her tonnage was about one-twenty- 
fifth that of the new Missouri, She steamed—or 
sailed—to Purope for a triumphal tour of Con- 
tinental seaports to display the astonishing new 
development of steam power, but caught fire and 
blew up in Gibraltar harbor. 

The second Missouri, like the present one, was 
the finest of her. time. She had a little more 


than one-fourth the tonnage of the new battle 
wagon, was fitted as a flagship, and was chris- 
tened in 1901 by Mrs. Edson Gallaudet, danghter 
of Senator Francis Marion Cockrell. In accord- 
ance with the Washington naval limitation treaty, 
she was put on the auction block in 1921, in com- 
pany with the Maine, which replaced the Maine 
of Havana harbor—remember?—and was scrapped 
in 1923. : ;

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A Slow-Motion Bond Drive 


The war bond drive is lagging in St. Louis, 
‘With a quota of $159,429,000 for the 29-day cam- 
paign, only $20,559,125 worth, or 12.9 per cent, 
has been sold in the first week. 

The drive is also Jagging over the country as 
a whole. The national goal is 14 billions, of 
which five and a half billions is sought in indi 
vidual subscriptions, Only individual sales will 
be announced in the first two weeks of the cam- 
paign, and Secretary Morgenthau said today that 
the total of these so far ig $863,000,000, or 16 
per cent of the quota. 

So the nation as a whole is not buying bonds 
at a pace that will attain the goal for individual 
purchases, and St. Louis, figuring both small 
and large buyers, is lagging behind the nation. 

Certainly this is not the fault of the campaign 
managers, either local or national, They have 
plunged into their task with zeal and energy, 
and have used a great variety of promotion de- 
vices to sell more bonds, 

If the public does not respond to these appeals, 
the Treasury cannot be expected to reduce the 
quota. These bonds must be sold, both to help 
finance the war and to’absorb the excess buying 
power which, if it is not restrained, will lead to 
inflation. 

The lagging pace of the bond campaign brings 
the country back to a proposal made several 
times before: compulsory saving. This is not 
so drastic as it may sound. Income taxes, also 
essential to finance the war and head off infla- 
tion, are not collected on a voluntary basis by 
means of a nation-wide campaign of parades, radio 
speeches and mass meetings entertained by Holly- 
wood talent. Each citizen is required to do his 
share on a basis of ability to pay. 

Similarly, if voluntary bond-buying fails to 
attain the quota, or if the campaigns continue 
to be difficult, then the only solution will be a 
program of compulsory saving.

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Delay Would Be Unwise 


Now that the Constitutional Convention has 
attained momentum and is operating smoothly, 
it would be unfortunate for ite work to be in- 
terrupted. At the same time, there is need for 
the Legislature to be called in special session 
to act on provisions for voting by service per- 
sonnel and on some other pressing matters, in- 
cluding social security appropriations. 

As the convention is using the chamber of the 
House of Representatives and the committee 
rooms and offices of legislators, it is obvious 
that both the convention and the Legislature 
could not function simultaneously in the State 
Capitol. : 

It would be wise for the convention to make 
some other arrangement for space in which to 
continue ite work in the event Gov. Donnell calls 
the Legislature into session, For the convention 
to suspend for an indefinite period would cause 
loss of interest and perhaps undo much that 
already has been accomplished. 

Chairmen of the convention committees, meet- 
ing with President Robert E. Blake, have ex- 
pressed themselves in favor of remaining on the 
job. This should be done, by all means, It 
should not be necessary for the Legislature to 
remain long in session. Meanwhile, the work of 
reshaping the Constitution can and should go on. 
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Tenseness in the G. O. P. Camp — 

Wendell L. Willkie’s decision not to enter the 
presidential preference primary in California re- 
flects the tense state of the Republican ‘pre- 
convention campaign, the jockeying that is under 
way to gain strategic position for avowed can- 
didates. , 

Mr. Willkie’s decision seemingly leaves the 
Republican primary field in California to Gov. 
Earl Warren, who is not a serious contender for 
the nomination but would like to go to the Chi- 
cago convention with the “favorite son” support 
of his State’s 60 delegates, 

There ig reluctance on the part of leading 
G. O. P. contenders to enter hot primary fights. 
The Old Guard obviously prefers that a majority 
of the 1059 delegates should be uninstructed. The 
maneuverability of a convention composed mostly 
of uninstructed delegates is such that it is pre- 
ferred by the manipulators. 

From the viewpoint of the practical politicians, 
there is this advantage, too: that bitter contests 


are reduced to the minimum and the way is left , 


open for state delegations to compliment a lot of 
favorite sons, and then to switch at the oppor- 
tune moment, perhaps to become the decisive 
factor in picking the winner. 

For Mr. Willkie, also, there may be an advan- 
tage in keeping down the number of instructed 
delegations. With the professional politicians 
so heartily against him, it is not likely that he 
could win a deciding contingent of instructed 
delegates. 

As long, however, as there is not a majority 
definitely pledged to another candidate, the Will- 
kie forces have the hope and perhaps the oppor- 
tunity of sweeping the convention off its feet 
with a demonstration of popular strength, as 
they did in 1940. 

The cagey politicians who hope to control the 
convention are afraid of this. They are going to 
meet in smoke-filled hotel rooms, as they always 
have done, and they still think that with an 
uninstructed convention they will be able to 
head off Mr. Willkie and hand the prize to one 
of their own kind.

There are some among you who are

A military commentator writes: “Victory 
in this war can be won only by the defeat 
of the ground forces.of our enemies. In 
winning that victory, infantry will play a 
major role, The doughboy remains the para- 
mount soldier.” 

Ernie Pyle, writing from the bloody 
mountains north of Naples, tells about artil- 
lerymen, serving their guns in a sea of mud, 
fighting cold and fatigue, who still think 
with pity about the poor infantrymen up 
ahead, facing worse conditions, always 
ready for hand-to-hand battle, 

The spectacular feats of men who fly far 


over the battlefields at 300 miles an hour, 
men who ride into battle in huge steel mon- 
sters, men who operate intricate machines 
—these have caught the public fancy. 

But the doughboy is still just the dough- 
boy, even when he carries a Garand rifle. 
He gets there “the hard way.” He is the 
first and foremost target of the enemy. His 
battles are counted in weeks or months in- 
stead of minutes, and he must exist under 
the most abominable conditions—wet, cold, 
often with irregular food and little or no 
sleep. He. gets no great amount of glory. 

But the men who fly the planes, who 
drive the tanks and fire the howitzers— 
these men will tell you, if you don’t know 
it now, that the fellow who will be in there 
at the end to win the war is the unsung 


doughboy. ,

A Survey of America at War 
With Few Background Details 


“Assignment: U. A. A.,” by Selden Menefee. (Reyna 

& Hitchcock, New York.) 

Reporters discovered long ago the art of 
milking dry their choice assignments, par 
ticularly foreign ones, for magazine and 
book material, while gathering the juice 
for the day-to-day report. Since the war 
started, virtually every one of the United 
Nations has been turned inside out for the 
sake of journalistic enterprise, and now 
comes this story of how the United States 
is bearing up under the brunt of war. 

Mr. Menefee, a Washington writer 
for the Christian Science Monitor, toured 
15,000 miles of this country under the joint 
auspices of the Inatitute of Public Opinion 
of Princeton University and his newspaper, 
He attempted to do three things: see the 
country at war, find out what its people 
afe thinking and discover the chief home 
front problems, 

* * * 

The over-all product is a compendium 
of hurried impressions which, the writer 
confesses in his preface, fell into perm 
spective only after the journey had been 
completed. For the careful reader, it com- 
prises little more than a rehashing of what 
has already appeared in many newspapers 
and magazines. As a record of what is 
happening here per se, the book appears to 
be fairly complete; as to the reasons behind 
the happenings, it misses an opportunity. 

The writer says that St. Louis, “more 
than any other city,” typifies the Midwest, 
He reports that its problems and attempts , 
at their solution indicate what is happen- 
ing throughout the Midwest and America 
as to unemploymeng labor conflict, racial 
friction, housing, city finances and smoke, .- 

Only unemployment and the labor con-¢ 
flict, he believes, have been solved here, } 
Labor trouble, he writes, has “virtually: 
disappeared in the River City,” as em 
ployers have ceased to buck unionization, 
but he predicts that the basic problems 
will reappear after the war. He tells also 
how the city has exploded into the country- 
side, citing how in the decade of the ‘30s, 
city population decreased 1 per cent, while 
county population increased by a third, 
Despite a few inaccuracies, it is a fair 
picture of St, Louis.

HE soldier feels that Ameri- 

cans are not sacrificing enough.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (AP).— 
Senator Frederick Van Nuys, 
chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, died early today at his res- 
idence near Vienna, Ve2., after a 
brief iliness. He was 69 years old. 
He had served in the Senate since 
March 4, 1933, taking an active 
‘part in legislative affairs and 
leading Democratic opposition to 
some New Deal measures. 

Last fall he started a sweeping 
investigation of the liquor indus- 


try, introducing a resolution call- 
ing for an inquiry into the short- 
age of whisky and alleged monop- 
oly of supply. His committee had 
scheduled a hearing in this in- 
vestigation for today. 

In addition to the Judiciary 
chairmanship, Van Nuys also was 
‘a member of the Senate commit- 
tees on Foreign’ Relations, Indian 
Affairs and Executive Expendi- 
tures. 

Frequently at odds with the ad- 
ministration, Van Nuys fought 
President Roosevelt’s court reor- 
ganization plan in 1937. However, 
he was a supporter of President 
Roosevelt’s foreign policies even 
in the controversial period before 
the war. His announcement that 
he would support repeal of the 
arms embargo in 1939 assured that 
administration measure majority 
support within the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee which had been 
almost evenly divided.

BIG DESTROVER NAMED

NEW YORK, Jan. 25 (AP).—A 
2200-ton superdestroyer, the U. 8S. 
S. Taussig, was launched today at 
the Bethlehem Steel Co.’s Staten 
Island shipyard.

DOZEN times, during my stay 
with this squadron, pilots have 
voluntarily brought up the 
subject of how wonderful the en- 
listed men are. The men take a 
terrific personal pride in their 
planes and they work like dogs 
keeping them in good shape. 

The enlisted men of this squad- 
ron are an extremely high-class 
bunch. Being trained technicians, 
they were mostly at least 25 at 
the beginning. You could put of- 
ficers’ uniforms on half of them 
and never know the difference. 

While I was on the field they 
pumped me about conditions and 
politics at heme and about the 
end of the war and peace, as 
though I were an information bu- 
reau., They are certainly one 
group of soldiers who are doing 
some thinking about the war, 

These mechanics are fully con- 
scious of three things about their 
jobs—that their life is immeasur- 
ably better than that of the in- 
fantrymen and that they should 
be grateful; that the pilot who flies 
out to battle is the one of their 
family who really takes it, and 
that pilots’ lives often depend on 
their work. The result is that they 
work with a great conscientious- 
ness. 

When a favorite pilot fails to 
come back the enlisted men take 
it as hard as the officers do, and 
a mechanic whose plane has been 
shot down {s like a boy who has 
lost his dad. 

The ground crews have quite a 
spirit of rivairy. Recently two 
ships were running a neck-and- 
neck race for the most missions 
flown. Then one of the ships 
came back so badly damaged it 
had to be worked on for several 
days and it fell way behind in the 
race. It almost broke the crew 
chief's heart. 

Here are two little examples of 
the zeal with which the enlisted 
men work: 

1. As the planes were taxiing 
out one day for thelr daily mis- 
sion, it was discovered that the 
tire on the tail wheel of one was 
fiat. Ordinarily it would just 
have been left behind. But the 
crew came running, other crews 
pitched in to help, and they had 
a new wheel on the plane by the 
time the next-to-last ship of the 
squadron was taking off.

One day a plane 
came in full of holes, but not 
basically’ damaged. Usually it 
would take a day or two to patch 
the holes, but in their excitement 
and pride of accomplishment the 
crews had that plane patched and 
ready to go on the next mission 
an hour and a half later. 


GLASS SHORTAGE NOW, MORE 
METAL CANS FOR CIVILIANS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (AP).— 
Growing shortages of glass for 
containers are causing many man- 
ufacturers to resume packaging 
products in metal plate contain- 
ers, the War Production Board re- 
ported today. 

To meet the glass shortage, the 
WPB has issued a formula for 
calculating the metal plate a pack- 
ager may use if part of his output 
already has been put out in glass. 

The formula requires that the 
total cubic content of products 
packed in glass be translated into 
terms of metal plate which would 
have been necessary to package 
the same quantity of goods. That 
figure must be deducted from the 
packager’s total allowable quota 
of metal plate.

There will be differences of 
opinion not only. among real es- 
tate interests and private build- 
ing interests, but among public 
housing people. Basically we 
know: One—that slums exist in 
rural and urban areas throughout 
the nation; two—that we have an 
expanding population, many of 
whom must have decent but inex- 
pensive housing; three—that this 
can only be done for our lowest 
income groups by cutting all the 
normal costs which are included 
necessarily in private operations. 

This war, like the last, has in- 


‘ereased bad housing in spite of 


emergency defenge building. There 
will be a demand for housing at 
the end of the war, and the field 
will be open for both public and 
private building. Public building 
can spur private industry to do a 
better job, and I do not think it 
needs to hamper in any way the 
development of legitimate real es- 
tate operations and legitimate pri- 
vate construction. Housing is of 
vital interest because bad housing 
is responsible for so many of our 
other socia] problems.

Season of 
Whooping 
- Cough Due

HE season for whooping cough 
T is at hand. It begins in the 
Northern states in January 
and February. In the Southern 
states the peak of incidence is in 
May. And the season for this 
disease lasts a long time, running 
into the summer months. Indeed 
in epidemics many new cases Ooc- 
cur in the early summer months. 
Inexperienced parents are likely 
to regard it as a mild childhood 
disease, But it is far from that. 
The little patients may become 
very si Complications, such as 
pneumo niake it very danger- 
ous. So precautions and proper 
treatment are always in order. 
The prevention of whooping 
cough by the use of pertussis vac- 
cine is fairly, although not uni- 
versally, successful. The vaccine 
should be given between the ages 
of six and 12 months. A vac- 
cine and an antigen are also used 
in the treatment, but not with any 
great measure of success,

A NEW TREATMENT which 
will be somewhat surprising to 
most,doctors ig the use of adrenal 
cortex. At least it is surprising 
to me, and I don’t see how anyone 
thought of it. But it has a good 
theoretical basis I admit now 
that it has been explained to me. 

Not the least dangerous of the 
symptoms of whooping cough is 
the vomiting. This comes at the 
end of prolonged coughing fits 
and is simply a reflex due to gag- 


ging. 

It is very depleting and espe- 
cially because it causes a great 
loss of chlorides from the body. 
This may be the cause of the slow 
development of immunity in the 
disease, for notoriously it is of 
lo duration, and may last sev- 
eral months. The adrenal cortex 
helps to fix chlorides in the body. 
That ig the theoretical basis for 
its use, and, as I say, it seems to 
me sound. 

At least it works in practice. 
Studying over 300 cases of whoop- 
ing cough, Dr. Lewis Jacobs gave 
over 100 of them no specific treat- 
ment at all. These were the con- 
trols. In these the coughing 
lasted for 10 weeks, the whooping 
for five weeks and the vomiting 
three and a half weeks.

OTHER GROUPS were given 
antigren and other pertussis vac- 
cine with hardly any improvement 
in the duration of these symptoms 
over the controls. 

The group to whom adrenal cor+ 
tex was given showed that cough- 
i lasted at most four and a 

weeks (as contrasted with 10 
weeks for the controls), the 
whooping lasted two to three 
weeks (controls five weeks), and 
the vomiting one to two weeks 
(controls three and a half weeks). 

Old fashioned treatments should 
not be abandoned while giving 
this new remedy. The standby is 
a snug abdominal binder to give 
the whooper something to cough 
against. Fresh air and small 
feedings rather than large are 
also helpful.

K. W. 8.:—How often should a 
person with a rheumatic heart 
and mitral stenosis be checked up 
by a doctor? 

Answer:—In my opinion, only 
when symptoms appear—the im- 
portant sysmptom being shortness 
of breath on very slight exertion. 
I do not think these people should 
be reminded that they are in- 
valids, But if you want a schedule 
supposing the condition is discov- 
ered at the age of 15, the patient 
should be examined at these ages 
—25, 35, 40, 45; 47, 49, 51, 52, etc.

The Library at Checks Corner 


a Dream That Lived and Died.

Now It's Only a 
By F. A. Behymer 
A Staff Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch 
SULPHUR SPRINGS, Ark., 
Jan. 23. 

HERE was a woman who had 
T a dream, a vision of the night, 
and. because of it a torch 
flamed and there was light. The 
woman died and the light waned. 
At last the torch went out and 
there was darkness again because 
the people had no vision, The 
woman, though, is not forgotten. 
The hill country library that was 
to have been her memorial is a 
ruin now and most of the books 
that she gathered are scattered, 
but on the fireplace shelves of a 
hundred homes they stand, keep- 

ing her in remembrance still. 
Mrs. Ada Check was the woman 
who had a dream. She was the 
wife of X. 8. Check, a country 
storekeeper. His store stood seven 


miles out in the hills where the 


roads cross and because the store 
was there folks took to calling it 
Check’s Corner. 

The countryside was drab and 
drear, and life, especially for the 
women, was a treadmill of loneli- 
ness, brightened only by visits to 


the store at Check’s Corner. For | 


the men that sufficed. Winter 
nights they gathered there and by 
the light of the kerosene lamp 
talked of the things that inter- 
ested them most, finding the com- 
radeship for which they hungered 
without giving it a name. 
x * * 

The women, though, came mostly 
by day, for it was not deemed 
fittin’ for them to be traipsin’ to 
the store after dark. Even when 
they went by day to the store they 
went alone and seldom found 
neighbor women there. But they 
always found Mrs, Check there, 
helping her husband in the store, 
and they talked with her and she 
was such an understanding, sym- 
pathizing soul that talking with 
her heartened them, Mrs. Check, 
on her part, was glad to help them 
by talking with them, but she 
wanted to do more. What these 
women needed to lighten their 
loneliness was a coming together 
to share what they had to spare, 
giving something of themselves 
and gaining in the giving. 

There were no clubs for farm 
women in those days as there 
are now. Mrs. Check saw the 
need for something of the sort. 
She got the women together at 
her home down the road a piece 
from the store and organized 
them in the first farm womep’s 
club in this northwestern ‘corner 
of Arkansas. With a talent for 
doing the right thing and giving 
it the right name she called it the 
Kindness Club. Under her guid- 
ance meetings were held and. pro- 
grams carried out. There were 
debates and spelling bees on win- 
ter nights and once in a while 
a home talent play that was the 
talk of the countryside for weeks. 
When summer came there were 
picnics, and for 10 years the Kind- 
ness Club carried on, ever true to 
its name, . 

Mrs. Check deeply felt the need 
of books, The few that she had 
were the only ones in the com- 
munity. She loaned them gladly

but there were not enough. There 
Was no money to buy more. She 
pondered the problem with some- 
thing like a prayer in her heart. 
It was answered. A stray sheep 
came to her door. It was a for- 
lorn, bedraggled, half-starved ewe 
that séemed to have wandered 


from a distant fold. She fed it 


and gave it shelter. The next 
morning there was“a lamb in the 
manger. She told it abroad but 
no claimant appeared. So the ewe 
and her lamb stayed and in a 
way that might have been called 
providentia] they were the. begin- 
ning of the Check Free Library 
that had become Mrs, Check’'s 
vision in the night. 

It was time for the sheep to be 
led to the shearing. Mrs, Check’s 
husband sheared it. Mrs. Check 
carded the fleece and spun and 
wove it into a covérlet and sold 
it and spent the money for books. 
That gave her the big idea. She 
would increase her flock and on 
her old spinning wheel she would 
weave a pattern for a bigger and 
better library. She did just that. 
In three years she made and sold 
more than a dozen home-woven 
coverlets. 

The members of the Kindness 
Club, not to be outdone, had quilt- 
ings and served dinners at coun- 
try sales and gave their earnings 
to the library. Women from out 
beyond who heard. about the cov- 
erlets and quilts came over the 
dirt roads to Check’s Corner, They 
were told about the library and 
sent books and told Mrs. Check 
how to go about getting more 
from the extension libraries of the 
universities of Missouri and Ar- 
kansas. The library, well started, 
was getting out of hand, too big 
for the room that Mrs. Check had 
set apart for it in her home. They 
would have to build a home for 
the library. Well, with Mrs. 
Check’s flock of sheep and the 
quiltings, they could do it. And 
they did.. On ground donated by 
the Checks, back of the store, the 
men of the community built it

with the lumber that the women 
of the community had bought out 
of their earnings, all for the com- 
munity’s good. 

The library grew. People in far 
places were hearing about it and 
sending books. Mrs. Check 
counted up one day and found that 
books had come from every state 
in the Union except four, and 
from China, Holland, Hawaii, the 
West Indies, England and Ger- 
many. Some of the donors were 
important persons, like Calvin 
Coolidge; Mrs. Jack London and 
Charles A, Lindbergh. How such 
persons and so many others so far 
away had heard about it Mrs. 
Check didn’t know. She accepted 
it as part of the miracle that had 
grown from her dream,

The shelves that lined the four 
walls were filled with hundreds of 
books, most of them good books. 
And the people were reading 
them. That wag the best of all. 
It had a little extension system of 
its own. Books were sent by pass- 
ing neighbors to the sick and 
other shut-ins. School children 
came from towns where they did 
not have libraries. Country peo- 
ple came from ag far as 20 miles 
away to borrow books and made 
the trip again to return them. 

Mrs. Check exercised a sort of 
supervision but.there was no li- 
brarian. The rules were the 
simplest. The door was never 
locked. Patrons could come in 
at any hour of the day or night, 
pick out the books that they 
wanted, put down their names 
in a tablet provided for the pur- 
pose, carry the books away and 
keep them two weeks or longer. 
There were no dues and of course 
no fines for books kept out too 
long. No books were ever stolen 
and few were lost. The explana- 
tion might have been that there 
was no temptation for anybody to 
steal what belonged to everybody. 
It was something that couldn’t 
be foreseen, but the time was to 
come when this very sense of 
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community ownership was to be 
the library’s undoing, when what 
was everybody’s business would 
be nobody’s business. 

It came, as might have been 
foreseen, when the hand of Mrs. 
Check, which had rested lightly 
on the helm, was lifted and to 
others was left the steering of 
the backwoods library. Mrs. 
Check’s husband knew very well 
that he could best honor his 
wife’s memory by cherishing the 
library, but he was old and did 
not have the capacity that his 
wife had lavished upon it. He 
did the best he could but it was 
not long until he followed his 
wife to the grave. 

Then indeed the library was the 
community’s possession and its re- 
sponsibility, Or it should have 
been. But it turned out to be 
everybody's possession and nobody 
was willing to acknowledge any- 
body’s authority, now that the 
Checks were gone. The club 
women tried taking it over and 
keeping it open only on certain 
afternoons. That aroused resent- 
ment. It had never been that way. 
Persons who came from a dis- 
tance and found the door locked 
sometimes broke in. Why not? 
Didn’t the Hbrary belong to them 
as well as to the club women? 

After a while there was no ac- 
ceptance of responsibility and no 
effort to exercise control. The 
door stood open or at least un- 
locked. Books were carried away 
and not returned. The building 
fell into disrepair. The store build- 
ing was torn down and the library 
building was left alone behind its 
untrimmed hedge, an invitation to 
theft and vandalism. 

Inside, last week, there was less 
disorder than might have been ex- 
pected. All but less than 500 of 


the books had been carried away. | 


It was a permissible fancy that 
they were waiting for some one 
to come and take care of them 
and love them as Mrs, Check did 
when she placed them there, be- 
fore she went away. 
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Contract 
Bridge |

HE proper wag to defend is 
to keep one eye on the tricks 
declarer already has taken and 
the other eye on the tricks he may 
be able to collect. Using that 
logical system, you can often de- 
vise a plan that will wipe out one 
of his “possibles.” For example: 
North, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable. 


3 trump (tmal bid) 

The bidding was bad, and so, 
naturally, was the contract. North 
should have supported spades, and 
South should have bid only two no 
trump on the second round. Never- 
theless, the actual three no trump 
contract should have been brought 
home withqut difficulty. 

West led the diamond six and 
South made his first mistake when 
he permitted East's king to win 
the trick, (Considering dummy’s 
diamonds, there was not much. to 
fear in that direction.) Declarer 
won the diamond return and led 
the spade jack. The ace captured 
West's blank queen, but on a sec- 
ond spade lead East re- 
fused to part with his king. Ab 
this juncture declarer could have 
put the contract on ice by con- 
tinuing with spades until East 
played the king, then overtaking 
his own club king, cashing his 
other club trick and fifth spade, 
and finally finessing against the 
heart king. Declarer, however, 
was obviously obsessed with the 
thought that the heart finesse was 
off side. So, leaving one spade 
in dummy, he cashed the club 
king and then led another spade. 
East won this trick and did not 
make the return that South ex- 
pected. East could count that a 
club return would give the enemy 
at least two club tricks, four 
spades, one diamond, and the two 
heart tricks that East knew were 
there for the taking. Very de 
liberately, East Jed the heart 10, 
right up to the dummy’s tenace. 
Declarer covered with the jack, 
West with the king, and dummy 
with the ace. Declarer threw 
West in with a diamond and 
made him surrender tricks to the 
queen and eight of hearts, but 
these were not sufficient for the 
contract,
